NCT SO MUCH MAIL, 


Ottawa, Aug. 29,—Since the impoe- 
ition of the war tax on letters and 
Postcards the volume of mail matter 
posted in Canada has decreased by 
about thirty per cent. The war tax 
was expected to add a little over 5¢ 
per cent to the postoflice, but in con- 
sequence of the economy practiceg by 
the public in the matter of saving 


on letters, etc., the increased reven- 
ue has been considcrabiy less thau } 


anticipated. 
In the first four months of opera- 


tion of the war tax the departments * 
revenue has increased by $1,109,009. | 


or about thirty per cent, as eoinpar- 
ed with the corresponding period of 
last year. A large part ci this :ic- 


crease, however, is due to the sale! 


of stamps for cheques, mone wrders 
etc., The minister of finance estima- 
ted Yast session that the war tax 
would bring in an additional revenue 
of from twenty to twenty-five million 
dollars. Present indications are that 
the special taxes will not agsragate 
more than half the amount. The net 
result cannot be exactly determined 
in view of the fact that there is. no 
means of ascertaining what the drop 
in revenue would have been had \.no 
extra tariff or stamp taxes beensim- 
posed.’’
